The Generosity of 
Michigan Lawyers 


Let the word “lawyer” be 
mentioned to the average Mich- 
igan cltuzen a generation ago, and 
his mental reaction would prob- 
ably form a picture along one or 
more of the following lines: 

A “trouble specialist” who was 
summoned in an emergency, us- 
ually when someone became en- 
tangled with the law. 

A fee-minded expert 
custly vocabulary. 

A professional man who med- 
dled in everybody's else's busi- 
ness and never did = anything 
about his own, 


with a 


A man who drafted bills and 
helped to run legislatures. 
A man who was fured by 


ctiminals to defeat justice. 
These were yesterday's miscon- 


‘ceived ideas about the attorney- 
‘at-law, the. professional man at 


the bar--ideas which for years 
past plagued one of the most im- 
portant and influential groups in 
American life. 


{Michigan State Bar 


For the purpose of effectively 
raising the standards of the legal 
profession and of cooperating 
with the courts to improve the ud- 
ministration of justice the S*ate 
Bar of Michigan was created by 
act of the 1935 legislature and 
rules of tthe Michigan Supreme 
court. 

Headquarters office is located 
at Lansing in charge of Henry L. 
Woolfenden, Jr., executive secre- 
tary, with a branch office in De- 
troit. 

Every lawyer in active practice 
in the state—approximateiy 6300 
in all—must pay annual dues oi 
$5 to maintain his membership in 
the organization. 

What has the State Bar done to 
meet the public’s distortad no- 
tions? 

Its record of achievemen‘s 
noteworthy. 


Free Legal Aid 

The State Bar of Michigan ac- 
cepts reference of every request 
|for legal aid from boih the at- 
torney general's office and the 
governor’s office. In addition, it 
receives numerous requests fcr 
legal aid direct from indigent citi- 
| zens, 

Since its creation, evary 1e- 
quest for legal aid from = any 
piace in the state of Mivhigan has 
tien carefully investigated and 
every meritorius request has 
been granted. This has _ been 
done without any cost to the in- 
digent citizen requesting the 
legal aid, or without any cost to 
the indigent citizen requesting 
the legal aid, or without any cost 
to state or local welfare agencies. 

The State Bar has been work- 
ing with the state board of law 
examiners (which gives the ex- 
aminations) to insure that ap- 
plicants for admission to the bar 
tare morally as well as mentally 
(qualified to become lawyers. 
Character examinations have been 
given to every bar applicant from 
the city of Detroit for several 
years, and arrangements are now 
being completed to have the State 
Bar of Michigan give thorough 
character examinations to every 
bar applicant from every part of 
the state.

Self-Discipline 

The grievance committees of 
the State Bar are now vested with 
authority to hear complaints 
against lawyers and recommend 
discipline to the courts. Grievance 
committees have the power to 
subpoena and_ indirectly the 
power to punish for contempt. 
These powers enable them ef- 
fectively to investigate charges 
of professional misconduct. 

Since the State Bar was 
created, fifty persons have been 
removed from the roll of at- 
torneys either by orders of dis- 
barment or by resignation pur- 
suant to grievance committee 
action. 

The bar is now effectively 
“cleaning its own house.” 

Grievance committee work is 
all handled voluntarily by 
lawyers, without any compensa- 
tion whatever, and the witness 
fees, stenographic fees, etc., are 
all paid out of State Bar funds. 


State Government — 
The Supreme Court rules creat- 
g the State Bar of Michigan 
provide that the government, the 
Supreme court, the legislature, or 
the judicial council may call 
upon the State Bar for assistance 
in any matter relating to Mich- 
igan courts, practice and pro- 
cedure therein, or the administra- 
tion of justice. 

Every governor who has held 
office since the organization was 


crealed has calied upun the State 
Bar tor assistance under this 
plovision of the rules, and the 
State Bar nas als@ received = re- 
quests for ussiptance from the 
Supreme court, buth houses of the 
legislature, ana the Judicial 
Council. lu every instance the 
Slale Bar was abie lw give the as- 
Sislance requested, to the cum- 
plete oalistaction vl the govern- 
tuental uftficial or body Who made 
the request. 

The governing buard of the 
State Bar of Michigan is a com- 
Nussion of LWwently-one menibers. 
These commissioners are busy 
lawyers, at ine peak ut thew pro- 
tessiunal careers, yel during the 
Past year they contributed an 
aggregate of over une year’s 
working Utne tu the professional 
Without one cent of compensa- 
lion, 


Tn addition to this governing 
board, over three hundred. 
lawyers on twenty general com- 
mutt@es anu over ute hundred 
fifty lawyers on seveliteen griev- 
ance — cummitteus contributed 
time and services of inestimable 
Value to the profession and to the 
cause of justice in this state, all 
without any compensation what- 
ever, 

This brief surnmary does not 
by any means include all of the 
work being done by the State 
Bar, but the examples mention- 
ed indicate the potentialities of 
a self-governing procfssional or- 
ganization. 

Few professional grvuups, if 
any, have worked as vigorously 
and intelligently ~and effectively 
—-toward raising standards as has 
the State Bar of Michigan during 
the past five years.

SPHINX ROOSEVELT 

Franklin Roosevelt will go down 
in history as the greatest keeper of 
a secret in American politics. 

For more than two years scores of 
friends, Democratic leaders, news- 
men and others tried their hand at 
worming from him some hint on the 
third term question. None succeed- 
ed until the Democratic convention 
was only a week away—and this 
one, Jim Farley, tn turn sealed 
his own lips. 

Except for Farley, there wasn't a 
person on earth who could say he 
had heard from Roosevelt himself 
what he planned to do. 

There were many to whom he said 
that he did not want to run. There 
were some to whom he voiced a@ 
preference for Secretary of State 
Cordell! Hull as his successor. But 
there was no one, including mem- 
bers of his family, to whom the 
President gave the slightest clue 
whether he would run again. 

Illustrative of the complete mys- 
tery even within the inner council 
was the fact that Secretary Morgen- 
thau did not believe the President 
would be a candidate, while Secre- 
tary Hopkins was confident that he 
would. Both had to admit that 
Roosevelt had said nothing and that 
their opinions were based wholly on 
‘deductions.” 

Last week Sen. Sherman Minton, 
New Deal whip, and State Chair- 
man Bays of Indiana, tried to pene- 
trate the silence. Both are mem- 
bers of the Hoosier convention dele- 
gation and strong third-termers. As 
they were leaving after a White 
House call they said: ‘We hope 
we'll have the privilege, Mr. Presi- 
dent, of voting for you at Chicago.” 

Roosevelt smiled broadly and re- 
plied, ‘‘I’m sure we’ll have a ticket 
that will win.”

Possibly the secret of how Roose- 
velt kept his secret so well and so 
long was that he didn't know him. 
self what he was going to do. 

Significant was a remark he made 
to a Midwesterner following the 
nomination of Wendell Willkié. The 
visitor expressed the view that Will- 
kie’s candidacy made it necessary 
for the President to run again. 

“There isn't anyone who can lick 
him but you, Mr. President,’’ the 
caller said. ‘I think what happened 
in Philadelphia makes it imperative 
that you run. I am sure you don't 
want to; no man who has undergone 
the ordeal you have for eight years 
would want any more of it. But it’s 
not a case any more of your pref- 
erence. In my opinion, the choice 
is no longer yours.’ 

The President paused as if think- 
ing, then said quietly, as if to him- 
self, ‘This decision will be the most 
momentous in my life.”

FOREIGN AFFAIRS PLANK 

For the Democratic platform 
makers, like the Republicans, the 
biggest headache was the foreign af- 
fairs plank. 

The same bellicose forces, isola- 
tionist and anti, which made life 
miserable for the Philadelphia plat- 
form writers, gave the deep blues 
to the Democrats. In fact, the rival 
camps among the Democrats were 
even more troublesome. 

The Republicans, while they 
squabbled hotly among themselves 
behind. closed doors, were too con- 
scious of party interest to kick up 
an open ruckus. On the final show- 
down, the boys worked out a com- 
promise that gave each side a sop. 
The result was rather ambiguous, 
but it left the door open for the Re- 
publican candidate to move which- 
ever way he wanted. 

But the prima donna Democratic 
factions were insisting on the whole 
hog or nothing. Senator Burt Wheel- 
er, backed by the glowering John 
L. Lewis, is demanding an unequiv- 
ocal, isolationist, no-war declara- 
tion; and threatens to head a third- 
party ticket if he doesn’t get his 
way. 

Anti-isolationists, foremost among 
them Roosevelt himself, are flatly 
against such a plank. At the same 
time, they were acutely aware of 
the powerful ‘peace’ sentiment in 
the country and they know they’ve 
got to watch their step.
